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Book Reviews 

Flat Racing Since 1900, Andrew Dakers, 
Ltd., London. (American distributor, Sydney R. 
Smith, Canaan, N. Y. $5.00.) Edited by Ernest 
Bland, this most interesting history of racing, 
and mostly British racing, is the work of some 
score of writers, all of them well versed in the 
various topics assigned to them. All phases of 
the Sport of Kings are adequately covered, and 
the book is profusely illustrated with photographs 
of men, women and horses of prominence in 
their fields. Curiously, the book is very free of 
errors, but such as were noted dealt almost ex¬ 
clusively with America. William Woodward did 
not own * Royal Minstrel, though "Jock” Whit¬ 
ney did; the Guineas and Oaks winner *Galatea 
II was bred and raced by an American, she was 
not French; Arbar has not as yet appeared in 
U.S.A., nor did Coronach die here, but rather in 
New Zealand and, lastly, the writer who states 
that William K. was the last of the Vanderbilts 
in racing is woefully unaware of a descendant 
here in Maryland who owns and races the pro¬ 
duce of Sagamore Farm. Nonetheless, this is 
an excellent addition to anyone’s racing library, 
and greatly to be recommended. 

Horses Are Folks, C. W. Anderson, Harper 
and Brothers, New York, $3.50. The ninety 
pages of this latest of Mr. Anderson’s delightful 
combinations of sketches and copy is based on 
the very tenable theory that there is no differ¬ 
ence between groups of young horses of various 
ages and groups of comparable children, as far 
as manners, characteristics, etc., are concerned. 
Be they four-legged or two-legged, the colts 
and fillies differ little in their actions. All -ages 
of the development of the young horse are dealt 
with, and many are the amusing and interesting 
anecdotes told about horse and human. Behind 
the light, easy approach, there are some real les¬ 
sons taught by the book. Young and old will 
enjoy it, and both can handsomely profit by read- 
ln & f^^ps the best of all the Anderson 
wot s at least as far as the printed word is con¬ 
cerned. r

I.C.C. Again Warns Shippers 

Jack O’Dare, President of one of the most 
active of the horse shipping concerns operating 
under I.C.C. franchise, and one whose vans go 
into almost every state, has forwarded the ac¬ 
companying letter from the District Supervisor 
of the Bureau of Motor Carriers of the I.C.C. 
The letter is self-explanatory. The material it 
carries has given a good deal of trouble to horse 
van owners all over the East. It is essential that 
owners and trainers realize that interstate ship- 
ment of horses nowadays is on a strictly cash, 
or seven-day credit basis. If the shippers do not 
cooperate with the van owners, they are likely 
to find themselves having to buy the tickets for 
their horses before the latter can board their 
vans—just as is the case when dealing with Rail¬ 
way Express or railroad freight shipments.

Dear Mr. O’Dare: 

A recent check of your records developed that 
many shippers and receivers of race horses are de¬ 
liberately withholding beyond the credit period au¬ 
thorized by the Interstate Commerce Commission’s 
regulations payment of tariff rates and charges due 
your company for transportation. 

Your attention is again directed to the fact that 
any common carrier of property by motor vehicle who 
fails to collect tariff rates and charges strictly in ac¬ 
cordance with the requirements of Section 223 erf 
Part II of the Interstate Commerce Act, is subject to 
the penalties provided by Section 222 of the Act. 

Shippers and receivers who deliberately withhold 
settlement beyond the authorized credit period should 
be reminded that Section 222(c) of Part II of the 
Interstate Commerce Act provides that any shipper 
or consignee who shall accept or receive any conces¬ 
sion or discrimination in violation of any provision 
of the Act, or who shall knowingly or willfully, by 
any such means or otherwise, fraudulently or otherwise 
seek to evade, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor

On account of the requirements, it seems to me 
that the Racing Commissions and other parties in¬ 
terested in the prompt and safe transportation of 
race horses are vitally interested in the prompt pay¬ 
ment of freight charges in order that the transporta¬ 
tion of the horses will not be put on a cash basis, there¬ 
by delaying delivery of the horses to the various 
tracks. 

Your obligation is to satisfy yourself that any 
party to whom you extend credit is a good credit 
risk; and in instances where bills are not paid with¬ 
in the time limit prescribed, the debtors must be 
put on a cash basis. You will be expected to get 
your house in order at once and comply with the 
law and regulations in the future.

Register Your Maryland-Breds 

All Maryland-bred foals of 1949 should be 
registered without delay with the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association if they are to be eli¬ 
gible to run in races for horses foaled in Mary¬ 
land. No horse can start in one of these races that 
ls not so registered, nor will any breeders’ bonus 
paid on the winner of any open race unless 
the horse is registered. The registration fee for 
foals of 1949 is $2.00 up to March 15, thereafter 
the fee will be $10.00. All horses foaled prior to 
1949 are subject to a $10.00 fee, whenever they 
are registered.

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The Racing Scene: Consolidation

Coming events often cast their shadows before 
them and Maryland racing fans got a brief 
glimpse of what the future may have in store 
for them just as the New Year was ushered in. 

Consolidation of Maryland’s major racing 
through the elimination of Havre de Grace as a 
separate racing center, thus providing additional 
days at the other three tracks and possibly even 
the reduction of the State’s major tracks to two 
were the items which held attention of public 
and horsemen alike. 

Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, president of 
Havre de Grace, started the ball rolling on this 
new program for the State when he announced 
that on January 13, stockholders of the Harford 
county course would meet and be advised to 
accept an offer for their stock. 

A Baltimore banking concern, according to 
Reckord’s letter to his stockholders, has offered 
$223 per share for the 8,000 units of stock in 
the corporation and since this amount is well 
above what stock in the race track has been 
bringing in recent years, the General advised 
acceptance of the offer. 

Behind the bank’s offer to buy the stock are 
racing people interested in restoring Maryland 
to its previous proud position in the nation’s 
^Picture. The names of Alfred Gwynne Van- 
erbilt, Morris Schapiro and C. E. Tuttle were 
mentioned specifically in stories announcing that 
Havre de Grace was for sale. 

t is the understanding that this trio con¬ 
ceive the idea of the consolidation. Havre de 
race, as everyone knows, has been in a pre¬ 
carious position, ever since the advent of Garden 
ate in^ New Jersey. Havre de Grace always 
r.w ia of its patronage from the Philadelphia 
t^ ea consec l uentl y could not expect to main¬ 
tain that patronage if Garden State was offering 
racing to Philadelphia fans, much closer to home. 

srhf> i P T fT wor king out a suitable date 
JJr'Sf , had become increasingly difficult, in 

last counip 6 f° nS Ne u J ersey season > and in rhe 
P of years, Havre de Grace has had to 
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run some of its days at Pimlico to avoid con¬ 
flicts with Garden State. 

Thus if any track was "first” on the list of those 
likely to bow out of the picture, Havre de Grace 
was it. 

Under the proposal of those behind the scheme, 
the State Legislature would be asked to approve 
a reassignment of Havre de Grace’s franchise 
to operate in Maryland so that its 25 days could 
be distributed among the other tracks, each get¬ 
ting 8 additional days every season and an extra 
day every third year, thus rounding out the 
normal complement of 100 days of major sport. 

It is understood that the Pimlico and Laurel 
managements are thoroughly in accord with the 
plan while at this writing, Bowie is interested 
but had not reached the stage of complete ac¬ 
quiescence. Should Bowie decline to come into 
the proposed financing of the purchase of Havre 
de Grace, then the Legislature would be asked 
to yield the Havre dates to the other two tracks. 

Vanderbilt, recently elected president of the 
TRA, has been taking a renewed interest in the 
affairs of Pimlico of late along with Tuttle, who 
is a member of the board there as well as at 
Laurel. Schapiro purchased Laurel from the 
Maryland Jockey Club in October and installed 
his son, John D. Schapiro, as president. Imme¬ 
diately upon acquisition of the track, the Scha- 
piros declared their hopes of helping restore 
Maryland racing to a high place in the nation’s 
group of turf centers. 

H. Courtenay Jenifer, who resigned his chair¬ 
manship of the Maryland Racing Commission 
as an act of courtesy to the new Republican 
Governor, Theodore R. McKeldin, is another 
who has been active in the proposal to con¬ 
solidate Maryland racing at fewer tracks. 

Jenifer, when the sale of Havre de Grace was 
first announced, went even further than others 
and declared that, in his opinion, two tracks in 
Maryland would be sufficient—one in Baltimore 
and the other halfway between Baltimore and 
Washington. Whether he had Laurel or Bowie 
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in mind as the other track to yield, was not 
made clear but since the Laurel management 
was solidly behind the original proposal, it was 
felt the remark was intended for the elimination 
of Bowie. 

Jenifer will remain on the Commission until 
the expiration of his term but it was expected 
that Governor McKeldin would name a Re¬ 
publican as chairman—probably Frank Small, 
Jr., Republican member of the commission for 
many years and a former chairman. 

It is not expected that even if the Havre de 
Grace stockholders approve the sale, that the 
final details of the transaction can be completed 
in time for any action in 1951. In view of this, 
General Reckord has asked that Havre de Grace’s 
1951 dates be run at the three tracks during this 
last year of the existence of the Harford Asso¬ 
ciation. 

While the date schedule probably will not be 
announced until the end of the month, it is un¬ 
derstood the managements have pretty well 
agreed on a season of 55 days in the spring and 
45 in the fall. Laurel likely will open the season 
on March 24, followed by Bowie and then Pim¬ 
lico with the latter closing on May 26, just prior 
to the opening of Delaware Park’s meeting. 

In the fall, the schedule would call for Laurel 
opening on Oct. 11, then the usual Pimlico meet¬ 
ing, after which Bowie would close the season 
on Dec. 1. 

Jenifer Resigns Chairmanship 

H. Courtney Jenifer has announced that he 
has sent his resignation as chairman of the 
Maryland Racing Commission to Governor-elect 
McKeldin. 

It is expected that the new Governor will ac¬ 
cept the resignation and name Frank Small, Jr., 
to the post of commission chairman. Small, like 
McKeldin, is a Republican, while Jenifer owes 
his political allegiance to the Democratic party. 

Even though resigning as chairman, Jenifer 
will remain on the three-man commission at 
least until his six-year term expires in July, 1953. 
At that time, his reappointment will be at the 
discretion of the Governor. 

Jenifer assumed the commission’s chairman¬ 
ship in April, 1949, following the resignation 
of Stuart S. Janney, Jr. 

He was originally appointed to the commis¬ 
sion in 1943 and has served continuously since 
then. 

Although Jenifer’s term won’t expire for IVi 
years, there will be one member—Wilbur R. 
Dulin—who will come up for reappointment 
on July 1 of this year. 


Dulin, a Democrat, is expected to be replaced 
by a Republican. 

A resident of Anne Arundel county, Dulin 
was appointed to the commission in 1949 fol¬ 
lowing Janney’s resignation. He was not given 
a full six-year term, but was appointed to fill 
out Janney’s uncompleted term. 

Vanderbilt Heads T.R.A. 

The Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
wound up their two-day meeting in New York 
by electing Alfred G. Vanderbilt as president 
and presenting trophies to winners of their new 
awards. 

Mr. Vanderbilt, a director of the Belmont and 
Pimlico tracks as well as .operating Sagamore 
Farm, succeeded Donald P. Ross, who held the 
chief office for the past two years. 

The other main officers were re-elected for 
another year. They are Carleton F. Burke, of 
Santa Anita, vice president; James Butler, Em¬ 
pire City, secretary, and Eugene Mori, Garden 
State, treasurer. 

The awards, including one for Sir Barton, 
the first triple crown winner, were presented at 
the T.R.A.’s annual dinner. Harry A. Parr III 
of Pimlico, accepted the trophy in behalf of 
Commander J. K. L. Ross, who owned Sir Bar¬ 
ton. Ross was unable to appear. 

Hill Prince, the Virginia galloper, owned by 
Chris T. Chenery, was voted American champion 
as well as the leading 3-year-old colt. 

Other class leaders were George D. Widener’s 
Battlefield, 2-year-old colt; Duval Headley’s Aunt 
Jinny, 2-year-old filly; Vanderbilt’s Next Move, 
3-year-old filly; Mrs. Charles S. Howard’s Noor, 
handicap (colt, horse or gelding); Calumet 
Farm’s Two Lea, handicap (filly or mare), and 
Mrs. Ogden Phipp’s Oedipus, steeplechaser. 

Kentucky Shipments 

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
has been asked for help once more by breeders 
wishing to arrange shipment of broodmares des¬ 
tined to be covered by Kentucky sires in 1951. 
As we go to press there are half a dozen barren 
or maiden mares standing by awaiting a carload 
shipment to Lexington. Whether this will de¬ 
velop remains to be seen. In the main, breeders 
prefer to have foaling mares drop their produce 
here and later to ship mares and foals when the 
former are ready for breeding. If we do not in 
the near future receive sufficient requests to 
fill a car, we shall arrange door-to-door van ship¬ 
ments on as economical a basis as appears prac¬ 
tical. Breeders wishing to avail themselves of the 
association’s services should not delay in advising 
the Field Secretary of their wants.

TO 
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1950 in Review 

By Joe H. Palmer 

The 1950 season is now in the books, even 
though most of the books aren’t out yet. If it 
was marked by anything out of the ordinary it 
was the failure of the horses which were ex¬ 
pected to be its chief ornament. Failure is used 
relatively, of course, because some of the horses 
which will be mentioned failed only in that they 
did not live up to their potentials. 

Capot, the horse of the year in 1949, went into 
me stud after three starts, of which he won 
^nly one, the Wilson Stakes at Saratoga. He was 
bothered by a multitude of small ills in the early 
season, including an infection at the corner of 
is mouth where he got an oat stuck in it, and 
^ was bothered by more serious ones later. I 
S not say he damaged his reputation mate¬ 
rs y, but the fine races which were expected 
from him didn’t come. 

Citation is not to be called a failure at all, 
or ie never ran a bad race, set a new world 
recor for a mile, and rose to be the world’s lead- 
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ing money-winner. But he was not the mighty 
horse he was before he developed osselets in 
December, 1948. There was talk of bringing him 
back to the races in 1951, but the hope year is 
that it does not materialize. He’s too good a horse 
to race at anything except his best, and he’s 
past that. 

Coaltown made only three starts in 1950, and 
the best he got was a third in the McLennan 
Handicap. He was giving enough weight to ex¬ 
cuse the defeats, but here again was a fine per¬ 
former which did not get to give any fine per¬ 
formances. 

Assault was brought back again, and did man¬ 
age to win one race, but he wasn t the shadow 
of the Assault of 1946 and 1947, and I suppose 
that now he has run his last race. His case isn t 
as hopeless as it once seemed, for it was discov¬ 
ered in the late fall that he had got several 
cold-blooded mares in foal, and possibly the ster¬ 
ility which caused his last two attempts to come 
back is abating. 

Stymie tried a comeback too, but he left the 
tracks without ever carrying silk. Donor, at six, 
had nothing much to give, and could not win 
in eight starts. Guillotine, winner of the 1949 
Futurity, proved himself to be a sprinter and 
nothing more. 

Against this can be balanced the mastery of 
the 3-year-old division by Middleground and 
Hill Prince, for I cannot remember that any 
other horse got anything much in a race in which 
both of these started. Next Move proved herself 
a brilliant filly, and Bed o’ Roses, though she 
did not race much and lost a heartbreaker in the 
Classic, also has to be credited with, on the 
whole, a good season. *Noor stepped up from 
nowhere much to be the handicap champion. If 
anything else deserved really top recognition 
during the season, it must have escaped me. I 
would put Battlefield in the list, except that once 
he got beat by a Florida-bred. 

In any case, we knew that Middleground and 
Hill Prince and Bed o’ Roses were good before 
1950 started, and even Next Move’s 1950 form 
could have been predicted from her late races 
the year before. So the first three of these, and in 
one sense the fourth, were developments of 1949, 
not 1950. 

There were some more items from 1950 that 
were not very cheering. California, for instance, 
continued to increase its lead over Florida in 
the matter of winter racing. This winter, for the 
first time, there will be no Calumet horses at 
Hialeah, the entire stable having moved to Santa 
Anita. Hirsch Jacobs is another who has aban¬ 
doned the flamingoes for the Sierra Madre moun¬ 
tains. It might be better if winter racing were 
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more evenly balanced between the two tracks, 
but the pull of a long series of big purses is 
pulling westward harder than ever. 

Maryland, in effect, gave up steeplechasing. 
It wasn’t held in the spring, it was explained, 
because there was so little time that there would 
not be a conflict with New York, which seemed 
to be a little at variance with the facts, and it 
wasn’t held in the fall for reasons which were 
not perfectly explained either. Now I am not 
especially dizzy about steeplechasing itself, 
though it was a grand thing to see Rouge 
Dragon stand off and fly his jumps, and of course 
there is a wonderful story behind Elkridge. But 
the owners and trainers in steeplechasing are 
on the whole the most sporting in the game, and 
if they are lost to Maryland, then Maryland rac¬ 
ing is going eventually to suffer. Since I have 
enjoyed racing in Maryland, I do not like this 
very much either. 

In the deaths of Warren Wright, Mrs. F. 
Ambrose Clark, Charles S. Howard, and others, 
racing lost some friends which it could very ill 
spare, and they are not to be replaced by running 
an ad in the classified columns. 

Looking backward at it, 1950 does not seem 
to have been a very good year, and I’m glad to 
be rid of it. 

Whether 1951 will be any better is something 
else again. But there are a few good 3-year-olds 
of 1950 which should reinforce the handicap 
division, and possibly some of the others will 
develop further. There were so few precociously 
able 2-year-olds in 1950 that this crop also may 
turn out to be better at three. But I would settle 
for some sort of guarantee that the 1951 2-year- 
olds will be a vintage crop. 

One drop of comfort at least can be extracted. 
Belmont Park has four more days this year, and 
it has lifted the Belmont Stakes back to $100,000 
added. 

Sheppard Heads U.S.T.A. 

Lawrence B. Sheppard, popular head of the 
vast Hanover Shoe Farms, of Hanover, Penna., 
and a longtime member of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, was elected to the Presi¬ 
dency of the United States Trotting Associa¬ 
tion at the organization’s annual meeting at Co¬ 
lumbus, Ohio, late in December. Mr. Sheppard 
had been acting head of the body since the death 
of the former President last year. 

The U.S.T.A. is booming as never before. A 
firm stand in the matter of rule enforcement, 
and a wise policy in setting up new regula¬ 
tions and modification of others has earned the 
respect of all concerned with the harness sport. 
As an instance of the manner in which it has 
grown, the association’s latest figures show that

1950 registration will run well ahead of 1949s 
record number of 4,140. In the year 1943, 3,773 
harness horses were seen under silks, in 1949 
the figure stood at 9,798.

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A.H.S.A. Problems 


When President Adrian Van Sinderen arose 
to address the best attended meeting yet held of 
the American Horse Shows Association recently 
in New York he had some pertinent comment 
to make in his Annual Report. The following 
excerpts from his interesting speech show that 
Maryland shows are apparently not by any means 
the only offenders in the matter of making the 
proper returns after one of these events, though 
that is no excuse for the flagrant carelessness 
so often encountered on the part of management. 

Said Mr. Van Sinderen: 

Again our office requests me to bring to your 
attention the perennial matter of marked catalogues 
and the parennial failure, on the part of many shows, 
to file these essential show records. Failure to do so 
niakes difficult and more costly the operation of your 
Association. Of far greater importance is the fact 
that exhibitors are the sufferers when this lapse on 
the part of management occurs. Throughout the coun¬ 


try our members are striving in competition, favor- 
tog Recognized Shows to non-recognized shows, in 
the endeavor to secure points toward our competitive 
trophies. On more than one occasion exhibitors who 
Were anxious to have their points included on our 
records have joined us in appealing to a dilatory 
show committee to send in a marked catalogue. It 
js understandable that show officials, who devote count¬ 
ess hours to presenting a horse show, breathe a sigh 
0 relief at the conclusion of the show and hasten to 
r ^ turn to their respective personal activities. We urge 
t at you do not cast aside your responsibilities at 
t e show until a marked catalogue has been filed with 
°ur office. The Directors have voted hereafter to in- 
Vo e Section 6 of Rule II which provides a fine upon 
an V ^cognized Show which fails to furnish within 
*f n day s a marked copy of the catalogue showing 
J e ^ st awards. Local shows are of course exempt 
torn this provision. 

While we are on the subject of catalogues it is 
Pertinent to discuss for a moment the preparation 
° this most important adjunct of any horse show.

Danger Man Passes On 

One of the best loved veterans of Maryland’s 
show rings over many a long year went on to the 
Equine Valhalla early in December when Mahlon 
N. Haines’ great old chestnut jumper Danger 
Man died at his York, Pa., farm. Many and many 
a time have spectators been held breathless as 
this game fencer pulled out that last great heart 
effort that enabled him so often to beat rivals 
who, on form, ought to have beaten him. There 
never has yet been devised a yardstick which 
would measure the heart, or, vulgarly, the "guts,” 
that enabled a horse to outjump or outrun his 
apparent abilities, but if there had been there 
is no question that Danger Man’s measurements 
would approximate those of the gamest lion yet 
trapped. He never took no for an answer, but 
always fought the game to the finish, whichever 
way the final tick went. 

Vic Noyes, then living at the Long Green 
Farm, is to be credited with teaching Danger 
Man the rudiments of the jumping game. It was 
Vies patient basic-training course that was re¬ 
sponsible for the old gelding s knowledgable 
way of fencing and handling himself under all 
conditions. Many a good rider profited by his 
early training, and some added to it. Mike Smith- 
wick, Betty Bosley, Jack and Marion Sterling, 
Bill Mills and numerous others enhanced their 
own reputations by winning blues on Danger 
Man, who was always the apple of Mahlon 
Haines’ eye. 

Championships at Harrisburg, Worthington 
Valley, College Park, Washington and many 
other places fell to Danger Man’s lot. He was a 
show ring winner up to twenty years of age. 
Had his owner, Colonel Haines, felt at all in 
accord with the present day system of Sunday 
shows, his horse’s record would no doubt have 
been amazing, but it was the Haines credo al¬ 
ways that Sunday, for himself and his horses, was 
the Lord’s Day, a day of rest. Danger Man flour¬ 
ished under this regime, giving Colonel Haines 
good rides up to a few days of his death, long 
past the "norm” for horses. 

First Thoroughbred Foal of 1951 

To Harry L. Burkheimer, of Peaceful Mead¬ 
ows, near Clarksville, Howard County, goes the 
honor of reporting the first foal born in Mary¬ 
land in 1951. This is a brown filly, foaled at 
10.00 a. m., Tuesday, January 2, a daughter of 
* Brown Man II and Wintille, by Sun Edwin. 
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Marcel Boussac Explains His 
Methods 

The following extract from the Irish Field, 
written by that newsy weekly’s racing corre¬ 
spondent, "Barcaldine,” reports the Gimcrack 
speech of the famous French breeder, Marcel 
Boussac, who appears destined to have a pro¬ 
found effect on American breeding in the next 
few years through the stallions such as *Goya II, 
*Nirgal, *Djeddah, *Priam, *Hierocles, etc., 
that have come to our stud farms from his estab¬ 
lishments. Mr. Boussac claims nothing new and 
sensational in his methods, nor does he reveal 
any secret methods whereby he has obtained such 
great results. Rather, he tells of blending and 
working to find the right conclusion. The Gim¬ 
crack dinner, whereat the French breeder spoke, 
annually honors the owner of the winner of the 
Gimcrack Stakes, who is supposed to discuss 
some phase of the Thoroughbred industry at 
the affair. 

It was a story about the good-looking girls in San 
Francisco that gave M. Marcel Boussac one of his 
best ideas on breeding racehorses, and helped towards 
the success we know all about now. 

M. Boussac told the story at the Gimcrack dinner 
and let me say that, having read far too many Gim¬ 
crack speeches—as a duty of course, and been mostly 
bored by them, with the exception of the last Lord 
Rosebery’s when Mauckline won—his was easily the 
best. 

He was speaking of the difficulties he found be¬ 
fore the war of obtaining new blood, and mentioned 
a "cultured foreign friend who had traveled all round 
the world.” This friend told him that one of the most 
fascinating sights he had ever seen was a white ball 
in San Francisco. 

"I asked him why,” continued M. Boussac. "His 
answer was that, in his opinion, San Francisco is a 
racial crossroads. Everywhere else you see a type very 
often too strongly marked. There, on the contrary, 
racial blending re-established harmony and balance.” 

M. Boussac then told that after he took up breed¬ 
ing and looked for precepts he noticed that nearly 
always when the great breeding centers arrived at 
their highest point they continued to work with the 
same bloods, and the decline followed. "Then,” he 
continued, "I remembered San Francisco, and the 
racial blending, and I sought the best English, Amer¬ 
ican and French bloods it was possible to find.” 

In 1918 he took over, with the stock, the French 
stud of the late Mr. H. B. Duryea, the American, who 
won the Epsom Derby with Durbar. In England he 
sought the best blood lines "applying naturally very 
often to Lord Derby.” In France he looked for the 
"old French blood” which he found at the late M. de 
Sl Alary’s stud. 

"These blendings,” he said, to which naturally have 
been added the new bloods which have proved their 
worth during thirty years of selection, study, and 
perseveringly amending the guiding rules I followed, 
resulted in the bloodstock I am now breeding.” 
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Then he emphasized the unsoundness, in his view, 
of outcrossing for the sake of an outcross. "Breeding,” 
he said, "is not carried on in an office. It is not 
just taking the pedigrees of stallions and mares, plac¬ 
ing them side by side for breedings and outcrossings 
and following specified rules. That would be too 
simple and easy. 

"Personally, I think that matings ought primarily 
to be inspired by the physical qualities and the moral 
qualities of the individuals treated, and also by the 
results already obtained. Having all three elements 
you can then work on the origins in amalgamating 
all these conditions with the scientific crossings, draw¬ 
ing therefrom conclusions which, perhaps —I repeat 
the word perhaps—will give you the result you wish.” 

One noticed headlines above the report of the speech 
saying that M. Boussac had revealed the secret of 
his many racing successes. He revealed nothing, as he 
explained when he said that stock is an eternally shift¬ 
ing subject, demanding a constant change of methods, 
or at least their application: "I may tell you that 
what I do at present is totally different from what 
I did ten years ago, and I am convinced that what I 
do five years hence will be different from what I 
do now.” 

When he spoke of work being the secret of his 
success one thought he was about to enunciate a 
platitude. Not so. The work he meant was work 
done with passion: "Breeders all over the world are 
generally passionate for this trade, but English breed¬ 
ers more so than others. That is why I am convinced 
that English breeding will gain ground and take the 
place it deserves throughout the world, thanks to a 
glorious past.” 

In a few sentences M. Boussac demolished the 
cock and bull reasons for the French victories in 
England that have been thrust down the public throat. 
He said the belief that they were due to better feed¬ 
ing during the war is a legend. The fodder supply of 
training centers and stud farms was precarious and 
insufficient during the occupation of France! 

Towards the end of his speech he did venture 
on a suggestion when he referred to the Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth Stakes at Ascot, in which the three-year-olds 
run against the other horses. "Personally,” he said, "I 
honestly wish that the example be followed and that 
the British programmes would offer the possibility 
of many classic and semi-classic encounters over a 
mile, a mile and a quarter, and a mile and a half, thus 
enabling trainers to keep four-year-olds who could 
then be profitably compared to the following gen¬ 
eration.” 

This was the speech of a gracious Frenchman, with 
a commanding intellect and a deep knowledge of 
his subject. Vive M. Boussac!

Maryland Sires of Two-year-old 
Winners 

Through the courtesy of the Thoroughbred 
Record, oldest weekly journal devoted to the 
Thoroughbred in America, we list below the 
winning two-year-olds of 1950 by sires who will 
stand in Maryland in 1951. Of the seventy-six 
stallions at stud in Maryland, 26 are listed in 
the Thoroughbred Record compilation, while a 
further 25 have not yet had produce old enough 
to race. 

In the tabulation of number of winners, Grand 
Slam, a syndicate-owned recent addition to the 
states stallions, leads Alaking, top sire at Mr. 
and Mrs. C. E. Nelson’s farm, and William L. 
Brann’s Pictor by one point. Grand Slam had 
12 winners, while the other pair had 11 apiece. 
The situation was reversed in the list of races 
won, the get of Alaking having accounted for 
21 races, Grand Slam placing next with 20, 
Pictor again placing third with 17 winners. In 
the amounts won by their offspring, Alaking 
led again with $38,693; Grand Slam is in second 
place with $27,990, Pictor again taking third 
money with $25,225. It is interesting to note 
that Alaking had 28 registered foals of 1948, 
Grand Slam had 27 and Pictor 29.
